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1. Claims 10-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for "a thermoplastic compound composed of at least one sinterable 
particulate material and at least one degradable thermoplastic ingredient", does not reasonably 
provide enablement for the materials as generically claimed. The specification does not enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

2. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Claim 14 as amended recites "wherein said organic binder is constituted by one or more 
organic materials selected from the class of polyolefins, waxes, plasticizers, greases, oils, 
surfactants or mixtures of these". The specification, however, at page 8, lines 17-26, recites: 
"The continuous phase of the thermoplastic compound is made up of at least one thermoplastic 
organic material though generally it will be made up of several different organic constituents 
which may include polyolefin resins, silicones, waxes, oils, greases and the like. In most cases 
various organic surface active materials (surfactants), plasticizers and antioxidants will also 
be included to optimize the characteristics of the particulate materials and to avoid or 
retard premature oxidative degradation of the organic binder." Thus, it is clear from the 
specification that the surfactants and plasticizers are different from the binder and the binder is 
not "constituted by" these materials as recited in claim 14. 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
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provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

4. Claims 10-16 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 9-13 of copending 
Application No. 09/962,526. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because claim 9 of the 09/962,526 application includes open 
claim language and thus would encompass the claims of the present application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Yang et al. (6,008,281) and Amaya et al. (5,976,457) are cited of intrest to teach 
process of sintering sinterable materials wherein compensation is made for shrinkage. Cohen 
(6,027,630) is also cited of interest to teach a method of making a micromold via patterning 
resist material. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
